• Princess Alexandra — the princess with the friendly 
grin — will make a tropical inland in the Barrier Keef 
her "kingdom" for three days next year if she attends 
ihe Queensland Centenary Celebrations, 



THERE seems little duubt she will 
be the Royai representative at the 
Centenary, and she will almost certainly 
visit other States. 

The Queensland Government would like 
the young Princess 10 ipend three weeks 
exploring thai vast Stale alone, and Feel* 
that the ironical island would provide an 
ideal '*away-lrnin-it-all" half-way break. 

Princess Alexandra, if sdir fell likr enter- 
Mining, would be 3blc to invite any young 
friends she made in Queensland to join her 
party on the island. 

Dayman Island, which combines beautiful 
leenery with luxury Using, is a likely choice. 

Alexandra would be Able 10 sw'im in the 
turquoise-blue waters, fish, discover ihe won- 
ders of ihe Reef, or juiit law on the beach 
and suntan in complete privacy. 

Ii would be a "closed season" for tourists, 
wilh. just ihe Princess and her party in resi- 
dence. 

Thr Queensland Government is anxious 
that Alexandra visit the far west and north 
outback To these areas she would travel by 
special aircraft. 

Outfaick tour 

Tile Queen Mother's great enthusiasm (or 
the rodeo held in Brisbane this year has con- 
vinced officials thai her niece, will be equally 
keen to see aspects of outback life - camp- 
drafiing, huckjumping, bull-dogging, hnlloek- 
riding, ironing races.

Friends of the Duchess of Kent remember 
that when her sister Olga broke her engage- 
ment to Prince, now King, Frederick ol Den- 
mark, the young Princess Marina said: "Whs 
should Olga marry him if she doesn't want 
to?" 

One of many young men mentioned as a 
possible husband for Alexandra is Juan Car- 
los, son of Don Juan, the Spanish Pretender 

Princess Alexandra would be the last tr> 
deny that being a princess is lots of fun. 

She has such an enthusiasm for. and love 
of, life that neither work nor play seems 
to tire her. She is always the last Royal lady 
to leave a dance, and es-cn outstays that late 
sitter Princess Margaret. 

Although 'he claims she can't rook, she 
is quite an adventurer with food, so nothing 




would uVliglu her more than a real Aus- 
tralian menu. 

She has already sampled kang»TOu-t»il soup 
at Witnbled in. and abroad she tries new 
dishes, often taking home the recipes. 

Although not 3 fashion leadrr, she is well 
dressed. 

She likes new fashions, but found short, 
tight skins hard to wear, and on one oc- 
casion uid to astonished officiaLs: "Sorry, 
I ran'i sit down.

A new life for old 
colonial homestead

# A lovely gaud h tone linmestouil, on one 
of the oldest forming properties in Australia, 
is about to start a new life. 



HISTORIC H0mESTk4D of 

Portland llrud Form, which 
teat continuously in the 
hand* of one family far 
more than ISO years. The 
property has a li-mlle 
frantage to the Htiwfiestmry 
40 miles west of Sydney. 



THE property, Portland 
Head Farm, at F.bcn- 
czcr, is I I miles down the 
Hawkesbury River from 
Windsor and 40 milfo 
frutn Sydney. 

Governor King nigned ■ the 
irjc'in.il Eir.itii ol the land to 
Andrew Jiihnsion in IflFW. and 
members of the johnstun 
family lived in the house and 
worked the land until this 
year. 

Then, at an auction sale, the 
:i4i-acrc property was bottjbl 
by big, gonial Jack O'Rmilm, 
former nwnrr of the Royal 
Hotel at Windsor, for 
£lh,7(XJ. 

When renovation* lo the 
house are romplcted next 
month he wilt move in with 
his wife, twin daughters Tina 
and Rinu. and Rina's hus- 
band, John Formica. 

"We will not make as much 
money tin the farm," «id Mr. 
D'Emilio. "but it is the best 
life and we will he happy." 

Portland Head Farm, which 
takes its name from the huge 
wall ol tork known as Port- 
land Head overhanging tie 
Hawkesbury River and mark- 
ing the boundary of the prop- 
erty, Vs. a place where anyone 
could be happy. 

The narrow, all-wcathtr 
read winding through green 
hills from Windsor in Port- 
land Head Farm is Lined with 
tall timber and an ocxaaional 
farmhouse. 

The serene, two-storied, 10- 
rootned house, mellowed by 
ibr wrathrr, cummands frnm 
the upstairs verandah a view 
of almost the whole estate. 

The D'F,milio family can 
see their mile and a half of 
river with the gold-splashed 
green of the orange and man- 
darin trees marching right 
down to the banks ihe fields

of com and jam melons, others 
of tall sorghum, and ill'- hilly 
slopes covered with Irunbnrk 
and other eucalypti. 

Already Mr. IVF.milio has 
arranged for the timber tn be 
cleared, planning to increase 
the land tinder cultivation, to 
extend the citrus orchards, tn 
establish a vineyard.

Every year, Bruce Gillelaml and Jack Regan clean more than seven 
Meres of windows — or enough glass to completely cover a small farm. 
Their job is to keep the sparkle on Uic face of Sydney's 15-story 

£1,250,000 Unilever Hons* one of the "curtain wall" buildings 

that are changing the architectural skyline of Australia's biggest cities.

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THE building is com- 
pletely sheathed in 
glass. Straight and slrck, 
it rises sharply 180 feet 
from the road to ten feet 
higher than the Harbor 
Bridge roadway. 

Service manager Norman 
Sheppard gave some of (he 
statistics: "We have 1064 77in- 
x 48in. windowi and 27fiB 28in. 
x 4fliu. glass sheets to cover 
the spandrell walls." 

Mr. Sheppard did some 
sums mi .i large sheet nf paper 
and iinnounreri, ''That's 53,100 
square Fret of glass. 

"If we clean it six times it 
year — and we plan to — it a a 
lot of ftlass." 

Detergent spray 

Unilever House is. in fact, 
Sydney's glassiest building. 

The I 0.1. building in Syd- 
ney boasts 18,920 square 
feet of glass; Cihex Mouse has 
48.700 square feet; footage on 
the curved Qantas building 
adds up to 16,750; the M.L.C. 
building at North Sydney has 
25.750. 

Melbourne's new I.C.I, 
building has even more exter- 
nal glass- — three acres of it. 

Mr. Sheppard said, "We 
use a synthetic determent — not 
soap— and spray it on ... it 
takes 20 gallons In «.vJ> the 
windows inside and out. 

"Then we run a squeegee 
down the glass and nib it by 
hand with a ihv i loth. 

"It takes 14 days for two 
men to gg round the outside 
nf rhe httildincr. 

"Or, if you lite, suppoue we 
bad one man cleaning the 
windows, To clean them six 
limes we could keep turn 
working lor 50 weeks. 

"And bear in mind that we 
rlean the insidej of the win- 
dows, ton," Mr. Sheppard 
added. "That's another 27,7110 
square feel." 

Nane open 

Tn watch Jack Regan and 
Brure Gilleland at work. staff 
photographer Ernie Nutr and 
I clambered up a steel ladder 
on to the windswept roof. 

We wound our way around 
television aerials and air-ron- 
ditiutting units (none nf the 
1064 windows open) to arrive 
at the gantry, a machine that 
looks like ,t crane. 

The pantry runs on railway- 
lines round tin- edge of the 
roof. From the davit — the 
Y-shaped part of the crane — 
a 12ft. x 4ft. car is suspended 
by steel ropes. 

The car is called a gondola, 
and in it Bruce and Jack 
travel tip and down to polish 
Unilever's face. 

It seemed reasonable, then, 
to call Bntce and Jack gon- 
doliers. (Anyway, most of the 
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windows have Venetian 
blinds. ) House engineer Don- 
11 Id Dallis explained the gantry 
and its claburate safely dfe- 
caiuinns: 

"The gantry moves al sis 
(eel a minute," he said. "H 
?ou travelled o D it you'd gel 
from Sydney to Perth in 22 
years, 

"The davit automwiciilly

"11 the wire slackens, the 
gondola stops. And it has a 
hmii — ran't go any further 
flown than the first floor. 

"When the gondola is. over 
the side and travelling, 110 one

'If the gondola gate is 
open, the car won't move. 

"The gondola is radio-con- 
trolled, and the radio-roniml 
switch is hanery-fed. If the 
batteries are weak, the gon- 



dola will conic up, hot it won't 
go down.

We were forced to stay in 
Comu. A Fascist sympathiser 
lent us a small villa. We moved 
in to the sound of shots in 
the distance. 

Wc had not slept for three 
nights. As soon as we touched 
bed, we were asleep. 

When we woke in the 
afternoon, the sub-machine 
gun volleys were more fre- 
quent and nearer. From our 
window we saw 
scenes of panic. 

A group of 
wounded in 
pyjamas fled from a nrarhy 
hospital. A boy was shot 
before our eyes. 

The broadcast news terri- 
fied us. The bunt for the 
Fascists had begun. We did 
not know how many hours or 
minutes were left to us. 

Next morning we were 
wakened by violent explosions. 
Wc thought it was a bombard- 
ment, but, when we opened 
our window, found it was onh 
fireworks mingled with the 
ringing of bells and bawling 
of loudspeakers. 

Suddenly a voire shrilled: 
"We are safe! The. war is 
over! The Americans have 
arrived ! M 

At II a. m. the radio art' 
noanced that the partisans had 
lulled most of the high-rank- 
ing Fascists. 

We bad little hope mm-. 
Possibly we had only a few 
hours left, but death comes 
as liberation when all else is 
lost. 

Our host entered the room. 
He had a newspaper which 
he dropped casually on a 
small table. He believed we 
already knew and left with 
tears in his eyes. 

Romano was die first ro read 
it Arrow the front page in 
hlark letters were the words: 
BF.N1TO MUSSOLINI HAS 
BEEN EXECUTED 

(Mussolini had been cap- 
tured by partisans on the 
Donga road while fleeing with 
a German convoy. Ctanrtta 
Pe races and bet fanuTy joined 
the convoy in their ear about 
the time Ratcbek Mussolini 
and her children had been 
vtopped from setting out alone 
the Donga road in join him, 
Mnssiunu and Cbiretta were 
shot by partisans on April 28, 
IMS. and hanged by tbdr beets 



from the girders of a bombed 
garage in Milan. j 

A police officer and run 
partisans arrested me at thi 
villa on April 29, 1945. I 
thuught I was going lo rm 
death. 

1 was mil afraid. Without 
Benito, life bad no meaning 
He had given me the strengt 
to face it. 

We were taken lo the polii r 
station, where I was separate-! 
from my children. I embraced 
them before 1 left, but stil 
managed to smile so as not 
to worry them too much. 

1 did not cry even when I 
was taken to the San Donnin. 
prison. 

1 was put in a cell with 
others. Only one woman 
recognised me. "Is it really 
you, rVmna Rarhelc?" she 
asked. 

I stopped her with a ges- 
ture. She burst into lean. 
She feared her husband had 
been shot in the prison court- 
yard. 

At intervals we heard a 
dull voice reading a list of

names. Then there would bo 
a pause, a sub-machine-gun 
volley, and the sound of a 
cart. 

[ listened the whole of next 
day to those lists and those 
volleys. I lay on my small 
bed, completely still, and 
■tared at the door waiting for 
it to open and a voice to say 
my turn had come. 

Instead, at dusk, thanks lo 
a priest, I saw my children 
again. They had been ques- 
tioned all night, then brought 




to the prison 
small cell. 

They were pale and fright- 
ened by what llicy had seen. 
I could find nu words to con- 
sole them. Romano kept idl- 
ing me I had gruwn smaller 
in the past few hours. 

After some lime my name 
was called hy an N.C.O. Once 
again 1 was separated from 
my children. Ro- 
mano was cold. 
1 gave him my 
grey coat and 
went to the door without even 
turning my head so I would 
not show my tears. 

Two police officers asked 
me to step into their car. They 
took me to American bead- 
quarters at Villa d'Estc 

A colonel who spoke Italian 
asked me some questions. It 
was mnre like a long con- 
versation. He then took me to 
the dining-room, where the 
officers bowed as he led me 
lo the place of honor.

How could 1 rake such ad- 
vice? .Anna and Romano were 
stilt in San Donnino prison, 
which, t had been told, the 
CVimrnunttti intended to storm. 

f told the cnlimcl about my 
children and their danger. 

He was surprised. He 
thought ihey were still very 
young and the liberation 
Committee had sent then? ro 
safely. 

He assured mc that he would 
have them freed. Fie kepi his 
promise. We were soon to- 
gether again. 

Next morning I met Girta, 
Bruno's widow. She told me 
Vitrnrin, after trying vainly 
to join his father on the 
Dongo road, had found refuge 
in a friend's house and had 
managed to escape. (He is 
now living in Buenos Aires.) 

[A lew days later Rachelc 
Mussolini and her children 
were taken from 
American head- 
quarters to Ibe 
British Concentra- 
tion camp at Terni] 

We were given a suc-room 
flat in the hospital building, 
of the camp, but at first we 
were not allowed to go near 
other people, f soon felt rest- 
less and insisted I be a Unwed 
to work. 

There was gTeat disorder in 
ihe kitchen. Food was not yet 
properly distributed. Every- 
thing was dirty, I started 
right away. 

There were princesses, 
duchesses, women writers, 
wives of famous men, and some 
not so famous, even prosti- 
tutes, among the prisoners. I 
told them h ow they could help. 

First 1 asked the command- 
ing officer of the camp — a 
general who s|ioke Italian — 
for a broom and some soap. 

He looked at mc in sur- 
prise. Later in the afternoon 
hi- gave me a broom (he had 
bought ten).

Always unhappy, slill only a 
girl of 21, Harriet appears to 
have svooghl Lore elsewhere. 

Her last days are shrouded 
in mystery. One version Ls 
that the man she chose de- 
serted her when she was ex- 
pecting his child. 

She wrote a final tetter to 
dear Bysshe and dear Elba: 
"May all happiness attend you 
iKith is the lam wish of her 
who loved you more lhan all 
others." 

The body of Harriet was 
found floating in the Serpen- 
tine on December 10, 1BIB. 

She had won Shelley by a 
ihreat of suicide. When she 
lost him beyond hope she ful- 
filled thai threat.

The vvould-tie slimmer ran slim y ft still o;ii well, ,md [he 
whole family can join in, too. There are diets for those wlif 
want to put on weight, for convalescents, to pep up the 
appetite ,iml increase vitality, and many more. 

The first essential in any diet is water in one form or an- 
other So it is important to drink plenty of fluids; about two 
tn two and a half pints a day arc needed, apart from what 
is taken in solid food. 

The second essential i« a generous intake of good protein — 
eg$s, cheese, meat, fish — the Type of food from which ihe 
hndy makes or rnuiiuatns muscles, blood and organs. 

Starchy foods, sugars, and fats are used a.s fuel. These are 
sometimes called energy foods: by "energy" we mean power 
to do all the work that the body has to do, including hrcath- 
ing, keeping warm, and also keeping the heart beating. 

For real pep and vitality, everyone needs the vitamins 
that are pven in the chart on the last page of this feature. 

Note: Unless otherwise staled, all recipes in this feature, 
including those below, are for four people. 




FISH CHOWDER * chowder is a 
rich, delicious 
soup-stew of fish, milk, or cream and pota- 
toes, and is essentially an American dish. 
Shellfish also make excellent chowder. 

One pound parboiled smoked haddock 
fillets, 6 or bai- dired raw potatoes, loz. 
streaky bacon or salt pork, i small chopped 
onion, J pint milk or cream, salt, pepper, 
butter. 

Poach lish in about i pint water with 
salt for about 15 minutes. Take out, tr- 
niove skin, and flake with a fork. Add 
potatoes to rish stock, cover and simmer 
until tender, adding a little more water if 
necessary Meanwhile, due rhc baron or 
pork very small and trir.zle in a mit of 
butler; when nearly crisp, add the onion 
and cnok slowly until golden brown. 
Add the onion and bacon, with the fish, 
to the potatoes. Scald milk or cream in 
onion pan; add to fish mixture. Season 
chowder well and reheat, but do not boil. 

RATATOUILLE An alternate method 
of malting this recipe 
is to turn the mixture into a fireproof 
dish, dost well with Parmesan cheese, and 
bake in a moderate ovtu for one hour. 

Two aubergines (egg-planls), I baby 
marrow or squash, 4 large tumafoc*. 1 large 
green pepper, 3 or 4 tahlcspwms oil, 1 or 
2 cloves garlic, salt and pepper. 

Pee] the aubergine* and marrow, slice, 
sprinkle well with salt, and leave for \ 
hour. Meantime, peel and pip tomatoes 
and cut into rough slices. Slice and blanch 
pepper, removing core and seeds. Heat 
oil in large frying-pan, add the aubcrgim'j 
and marrow, well drained, and cook until 
turning soft. Then add the garlic, crushed 
10 « pane with salt, together with the to- 
matoes and pepper. Season; cook gently 
for another 40 to 45 minuies. Serve.
